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DETAILED ACTION 



' Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81(c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in 
the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.121(d). 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it exceeds 1 50 words in 
length. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is dearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

4. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: 

a. It is unclear what the applicant meant with "a projector located in the inner 
polyhedron of two or more polyhedral bodies inscribed each one in the bigger on 
that contains it, concentric or not". 
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b. It is unclear what tlie applicant nneant with "the geometrical centre of those 
polyhedrons the system is provided with a projector or a bunch of images 
projectors which by means of a set of lens or mirror reflects the same image on 
every face of the polyhedrons where it is contained". 

Due to the previous objections as set forth above, the Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in reviewing and correcting the disclosure to place the specification in better 
form. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed). 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Regarding claim 1 , lines 6 and 10-11, the use of an alternate language 
such as "or" throughout the claim renders the claim to be vague and indefinite. 
The limitation must be clear. 

b. Regarding claims 2 and 3, lines 2-3 (respectively), the phrase "essentially 
characterized by being" should be change to a proper transitional phrase such as 
- - consisting essentially of - -. 

c. Regarding claim 4, line 2, the phrase "characterized by consisting of 
should be changed to a proper transitional phrase such as - - consisting of - 
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d. Regarding claim 1 , line 1 1 , the phrase "can be or not associated" is an 
optical language and not positively reciting the claim limitation. The limitation 
must be clear. 

Due to the previous claim objections as set forth above, the Applicant's 
cooperation is requested in reviewing and correcting the claims to place said claims in 
better form. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claims are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device, must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claims must be in one 
sentence form only. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear what the applicant is claiming for the 
examiner to determine meets and bounds of the scope of the claims and therefore the 
examiner is unable to perform a reasonable search. For example, regarding claim 1 , the 
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use of an alternate language such as "or" throughout the claim renders the claim to be 
vague and indefinite; furthermore, the phrase "can be or not associated" is an optical 
language and not positively reciting the claim limitation, which renders the claim to be 
indefinite. The examiner respectfully request applicant to provide an amendment that 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter in the next communication.
